Nothing  is  So  Delicious  or  So  Profitable 
as  Strawberries 

To  my  friends  and  customers  who  know  my  strawberry  plants,  it  is 
unnecessary  to  say  anything,  but  to  those  who  have  not  tried  my  plants, 
1 will  say  that  they  are  sturdy,  well  rooted,  pure  bred,  year-old  plants. 
They  have  been  mulched  all  winter  to  insure  abundant  vitality  to  with- 
stand transplanting.  I use  commercial  fertilizer  at  considerable  expense  to 
produce  plants  of  the  very  best  quality.  My  thirty  years  experience  as  a 
berry  grower  has  convinced  me  that  plants  propagated  for  transplanting 
should  excel  in  root  vitality. 

Barnyard  manure,  while  producing  luxuriant  tops,  does  not  develop 
root  strength  in  the  young  plant  equal  to  that  produced  by  the  especially 
prepared  fertilizers. 

Each  order  is  dug  and  packed  separately  and  shipped  the  same  day.  I 
do  not  dig  large  quantities  of  plants  and  then  fill  orders  from  a stock  room. 

Plants  are  tied  twenty-five  in  a bundle. 

Formerly  I have  propagated  twenty-five  or  more  varieties  of  straw- 
berry plants,  but  have  eliminated  many  of  these  and  now  offer  only  the 
best  to  grow  in  Minnesota  and  surrounding  states. 

All  the  varieties  which  I grow  are  perfect  flowered  and  any  one  variety 
will  produce  fruit  when  planted  alone,  which  is  not  the  case  with  pistillate 
or  imperfect  flowering  varieties. 

Every  garden  should  have  a strawberiT  bed  large  enough  to  supply 
the  family  with  ripe  strawberries,  from  the  middle  of  June  until  October, 
besides  enough  for  canning  purposes.  Do  not  fail  to  get  some  of  my  plants 
this  year. 

Everbearing  Varieties 

PROGRESSIVE — -Staminate:  Very  productive.  Fruit  medium  size  and  of 
excellent  quality.  Produces  fruit  from  about  a week  earlier  than  any 
June  variety  until  late  fall.

This 
variety  was  introduced  by  R.  M.  Kellogg,  and  has  proven  to  be  just  what 
we  were  looking  for  in  an  early  fruiting  variety.  Plants  grow  large  and 
are  wonderfully  productive.  The  berries  are  large  and  of  a beautiful 
glossy  red  color.  I have  never  found  so  many  good  qualities  in  an  early 
berry.  I have  talked  with  several  growers  who  have  tried  out  this  var- 
iety and  they  are  all  enthusiastic  about  it.

MINNNESOTA  NO  1 — This  is  an  early  red  raspberry,  a good  yielder,  fruit 
large  and  bright  red ; not  quite  so  hardy  as  Redpath,  but  about  two  weeks 
earlier.

EVERBEARING  RED  RASPBERRIES

While  cherries  are  a very  desirable  fruit,  they  have  proven  very  un- 
satisfactory to  raise  in  Minnesota,  as  there  are  only  a few  varieties  that 
do  well,  and  the  birds  usually  take  the  fruit  before  it  is  ripe  enough  to  pick. 
The  State  Fruit  Breeding  Farm  has  originated  the  two  following  hardy 
varieties  of  fruit  which  have  the  flavor  and  good  qualities  of  the  cherry, 
and  the  birds  do  not  eat  them.  They  yield  abundantly  and  the  fruit  is  de- 
licious, and  is  especially  good  for  canning.

EVERGREENS 

In  comparing  my  price  with  those  of  other  nurserymen,  remember 
that  height  alone  cannot,  by  any  means,  establish  values.  An  Evergreen 
tree  grown  close  and  crowded  in  the  row  may  be  the  same  height  as  one 
of  my  Evergreens,  but  will  not  be  as  heavy,  compact,  symmetrical  or  have 
as  good  roots. 

Constant  transplanting  and  root  pruning  give  my  Evergreens  masses 
of  fine,  fibrous  feeding  roots  which  has  been  the  main  reason  for  the  suc- 
cess that  my  customers  have  had  in  making  Evergreens,  bought  from  me, 
grow. 

The  soil  that  I grow  Evergreens  in  is  just  the  right  texture  for  balling 
the  roots.  When  I ball  and  burlap  an  Evergreen  the  roots  are  never  dis- 
turbed but  the  soil  goes  with  the  tree.  There  will  be  an  extra  charge  of 
50c  each  for  ball  and  burlap,  but  this  is  not  necessary  unless  they  are  very 
large  or  they  are  to  be  shipped  a long  distance.
